a sheet of pink,all thru that period.And last of all,he chose 
Allium azureum,of which,unfortunately,we have lost the stock. 
It was a splendid thing, the flower heads so blue,as to seem 
made of metal.So then,we have three out of his four,to offer-

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WHAT'S NEW AND GOOD? 


One cannot approach such a subject as 
this with due regard to fact,until the 
season that is past,is a bit farther 
away.Had there been some one outstanding 
plant,or discovery with regard to plants 
perhaps it would be easier.But 1940,on 
the whole,produced no astonishingly beau- 
tiful new plants.Instead,with a fine wet 
spring to help,and no hail storms,or 
drought,or swarms of insects,many things 
were far better than common.And in the 
other Nurseries we visited,the same thing 
seemed true. 


One of the finest things we've gotten 
in recent years,however,came at the very 
start of the season,with the flowering 
of the double Bloodroot.When you consider 
that almost every stony bank in woodland, 
round about,is clothed in spring with the 
flowers of Sanguinaria canadensis,it is 
hard to diseover what there can be in a 
double flowered sort to so please us.It 
must be the absolute perfection of the 
flower,for so perfectly is it formed, 
so accurately is each petal laid over 
another, that one wanis to examine it under 
a glass to see if there is some hidden 
blemish.The flowers are large,and they 
last for days.Not the least of our joys 
was the discovery that in our soil,by 
midsummer the increase had been remark- 
able.If it is as good this year,we can 
promise a lowering of the price,so that 
more of you car. enjoy this fine thing too. 


Along the same lines,is the White 
Bleeding teart(Dicentra spectabilis alba) 
which we obtained two years ago.We find 
the growth of this sort quite disappoint- 
ing,as compared with that of the common 
sort on the same soil,and it is apparent 
that the White form is always to be a 
pampered baby,if we can keep aie le EVILS 
We haven't yet dared to leave it outside 
over winter,but have the whole thirty 
roots,safely potted and under cover.If,in 
time,we get a good quantity of them,we'll 
take a chance and see how much it will 
stand.But what we do want to say is that 
the flowers are ethereally beautiful, - 
pearly white, just lightly flushed pink. 


For Northern gardens,Chrysanthemum 
rubellum seems destined to make a place 
for itself,eand we may predict that it 
will be the parent of the much needed, 
earlier and hardier Garden Chrysanthemums. 
After all,in most of our gardens,up this 
way,October flowers are sort of lonely. 
We may even have the furnace going by the 
time they appear,and prefer to spend our 
evenings indoors,along with some middays. 
That is why we so enjoyed our large bed 
of well established plants of C.rubellu 
when it flowered all thru September,a 
veritable sheet of pink.Once we get var- 
jations of color and form,this plant will 
be in heavy demand.For the present,it is 
better than any sort we know,at its sea- 
son,and well worth planting. 
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What's new and good,-con. 


Having long been discouraged in attempts 
to grow good white Oriental Poppies,it 
was decidedly encouraging to have small 
plents of thora Perry give such a good 
account for themselves.Our cuttings were 
made late in 1939,yet nearly all grew,and 
about all flowered,and all that did,were 
white,a nice clear color,on good stiff 
stems.It may be that elsewhere other and 
older varieties are as good,but for us, 
this will be THE White Poppy,for some 
time to come. 


Two years ago,we obtained some plants 
of Astilbe Fanal.That year,and again this 
we were obliged to cut the blooms from it, 
if we were to keep any plants in the bed 
at all.Perhaps a desire for a real red 
Astilbe has never possessed you.If you 
were to see this in flower,it would.For 
the color is red,not a deep rose,and even 
the stems carry the color effect.Ihe 
variety is moderately available,and if 
you hanker after a red Astilbe, buy it 
where you can find it,-ours won't be 
for sale again for another year,for we 
plan to have some of it,when we offer it. 


We obtained a new Oenothera last year 
one of the type usually called Sundrops. 
As everyone knows,most of these are very 
weedy,and after the first year,much time 
is spent trying to eradicate them.lhis 
however,lacks that fault.In fact,after 
a summer's growth,we could not divide it, 
altho in every other way it resembles 
the other low Evening Primroses.It is 
called Yellow River,and apparently de- 
rives from a species with which we are 
not familiar. 


We cannot comment on the newer plants 
that will undoubtedly be offering in the 
garden magazines by the time this reaches 
you,for despite a number of visits to 
other Nurseries,we dic not see anything 
of real importance,that we know definitely 
will be sent out soon.Perhaps this was 
because we were not intended to do so. 

In one case,where an-improvement of real 
worth is taking place in a fine plant 
family,we know that it will be several 
years before any offering will be made. 
We cannot comment on the newer Mums,as 
we did not see any of the large displays 
this fall,but we do tell you this,-there 
are developments coming in this class of 
plants,for the benefit of those who can 
now grow them well,that will amaze all. 


This summer,we were visited by a very 
capable nursery friend,who looked over our 
large beds of Aster,Wonder of Staefa.To 
our comment as to the mystery of its 
suddenly becoming easily grown in numbers 
after years of being tricky,he replied 
that it "had accumulated hardiness".Let 
us hope he is right,and that other forms 
of Frikart's Asters,may also do so.We 
need them,and at present,they are the 
most popular plant we grow.

ARTEMISIA LACTIFLORA. Every garden should have a clump of this 
plant,for no other reason than its fragrance.Granted, that 
it grows to nearly six feet,and may require support,it is 
still valuable,for its foliage is good,the loose spiky 
heads of white flowers are splendid to cut with Gladiolus, 
or other flowers.*he fragrance of a large clump,is always 
noticeable,even at a distance,and particularly so,at even. 


ASTER CAMPBELL'S PINK. We can again offer this distinct plant 
its family unknown,but unneeded.The plant makes a compact 


bush,at most about two feet each way,after August.The leaves 


are tiny,almost spiky,and the effect of the mass,is a very 
light green.In September,it flowers all-over,deep rosy pink 
flowers,at first scattering,but later in numbers,and it 
was still in flower here,in late October. 

ASTER FRIKARTI,WONDER OF STAEFA. We give this plant its full 
name,since we have obtained two other forms of it,one Gen. 
Pershing,said to be a pink,while the other,Jungfrau,is a 
paler blue.#ive thousand plants of this Aster flowered 
here last fall,a rolling mass of blue-lavender,in two long 
beds, two feet high.The fine field grown plants we offer 
cannot be excelled.Given full sun,and a light warm soil, 
with a spot of Bone-meal,and they'11 surely delight you. 


ASTER HARRINGTON'S PINK. Last spring,we made an offering of 


this plant,which was unfortunate,since they were to be 
from pots,and the Aster do not lend themselves to this 
culture,for growth doesn't start until late,and the roots 
do not hold the soil together.All summer long,we worked 

to build up a stock of field plants,and we have a moderate 
number to supply,at our regular rates.If you were disap- 
pointed in not having this Aster(which many took for a 
pink Phlox,in our trial beds,last summer) ,now is a good 
time to order.Doesn't get over four feet tall,here. 


CHRYSANTHEMUM RUBELLUM, variety CLARA CURTIS. This is the 
first of the named forms of the fine new hardy Mum, that 
we think so highly of.It is considered better by many 
authorities,with brighter flowers,and a more compact habit.

Altho late fall is generally considered to be the proper 
planting season for Lilies,and we recommend it,and sell a 
lot of our crop at that time,it is increasingly apparent to 
us,that if Lilies of the Regal type are dug and properly 
stored,they may be planted in spring with every good result.

The first hybrid of the “egal Lily,with any closely allied 
form,produced a Lily known as G.C.Creelman.By general consent 
seedlings from this variety have come to be known as L.princeps 
or the Princely Lily,perhaps because it was felt that this 
was of royal blood,a fit successor to the ruling form.In great 
part,that is true,for the flowers of this sort are almost 
identical with Regal,the growth is the same,and the flowering 
time just after that of RKegal,opening as that sort fades.If 
show is wanted,this sort,and Regal are splendidly combined 
for each opens its flowers almost at once,or within a week,so 
that a grand display is had.

These Lilies are the reverse of the cross that produced 
the ‘rincely Lily,and they reverse its habits.*here is much 
more variation of shape of bloom,both in length,and in size, 
while some are really trumpet shaped, others flare widely. 
Some stems are slender and willowy,others rigid and erect.And 
the flowers begin appearing as Regals fade,and continue for 
weeks.We had many blooms in sight last year,on August 22nd, 
and the last opened on Peptember 16th. 


HOBBIES. 


Many a great plant nursery has been 
developed because the owner thereof was 
a hobbiest,liked one family of plants 
more than another,and in order to have 
the time and means to indulge his hobby, 
developed the business by the sale of 
other plants.Amongst plantsmen,there are 
told innumerable tales of these men,and 
a few have even found their way to these 
columns.And yet such men are often con- 
fused with others,more properly termed 
specialists.+hese last may love their 
family of plants just as much.‘the dif- 
ference would seem to be that they are 
able to live by their chosen family, 
rather than in spite of it. 


Now anyone who grows Lilies,rides a 
hobby.True,many Lilies are sold,and 
some have reaped a moderate profit from 
them.But those who know them best,grow 
them because they must,and have put back 
into their culture more than has been 
taken out.Perhaps that is because Lilies 
are still in the stage of development, 
in which they are plentiful,in many sorts 
not easily grown,while those that will 
grow just anywhere,possess so few forms 
that many are cloyed with them.In time,it 
is to be hoped,we shall see the true 
Lilies producing many varied forms,and 
colorings,and thru longer cultivation 
they will become more amenable to the 
average garden conditions. 


And yet,there seems little enough 
trouble in growing Lilies.True there is 
a disease,much written and talked about. 
And some Lilies won't seem to grow,every 
year,but will sulk in the ground for a 
season.But in spite of this,many sorts 
grow readily witnout special care or 
preparation.If disease is present,it will 
reap its toll,but those of us who are 
most familiar with Lilies,find that the 
best procedure is to take the sorts that 
do well,give them just ordinary care,and 
be satisfied with the beauty so obtained. 
If you must grow the more difficult sorts 
well and good,and prepared soils,and all 
the rest of the Good Gardening Practices 
are necessary.But for us,while we still 
like all Lilies,it is more important to 
grow one group well,and to attempt to 
improve it,and the knowledge of it,than 
to see how many sorts we can offer.Not 
that in the “egal Lily group alone,are 
to be found all the sorts we grow now, 
and expect to continue to grow.But in 
that group are more of real pleasure for 
the average gardener,than in all the rest 
taken together. 


Our advice,for what it is worth,is to 
buy good bulbs of these “egal types,in 
sizes and numbers that your purse will 
afford.Plant them about six inches deep, 
in soil that is fertile below that depth. 
That should be all that is necessary to 
obtain beautiful flowers,not for one year 
but for many. 
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GARDEN USES OF LILIES. 


Certain phases of this subject have 
been mentioned in another column.But we 
have people say to us each summer, that 
if they could grow Lilies as we do,in 
long beds, they would enjoy them,but that 
a few bulbs in a border didn't appeal. 
It always seems as if that were wishful 
thinking,such as we indulge in too,at 
times.Not too far away were many thou- 
sands of Lilies flowering last summer, 
that we could have seen,but did not.We 
did get a lot of real pleasure from just 
eight bulbs,however,planted in a tiny 
formal garden,we know. 


Here they flank a plant of Asclepias 
tuberosa in each of two small beds,and 
in the other two,they are beside Platy- 
codon mariesii.Outside them,are plants 
of Heucheras;in front toward the center 
of the garden are Mertensia,and Bleeding 
Heart,while at the back,toward the path 
and the outer beds are Roses,-Gruss an. 
Aachen,as it happens.Violas Jersey Jewel 
and Moseley Perfection are underneath the 
taller plants,and that is about all each 
little bed holds,save for single plants 
of Pyrethrum at each extreme outside 
point.It isn't a perfect arrangement, but 
it gave bloom about all summer,and while 
those great trumpets of the Shelburne 
Hybrids waved over the other plants in 
the beds,we didn't feel it necessary to 
have a look at our thousands,every day, 
save to see if any more pink ones had 
shown up. 


And a year ago,we put about fifty. of 
these Lilies into the front of a border 
of Virginal Mockorange,which was the 
background for another garden.While the 
shrubs were making growth,last year, they 
provided beauty.this year,the shrubs 
provided considerable leafy background, 
and the Lilies,improved by a years growth, 
were RoE sr ously showy before the green 
mass.Next year,they will be better still 
and when in time,the shrubs fill all the 
space accorded them,we think these Lilies 
will still thrust their heads out thru 
the foliage,at their season.We went out 
of our way to see them,during the summer. 
Yet we had plenty of our own. 


+es,there are many ways to use Lilies, 


without growing them in @ nursery bed.

SHELBURNE HYBRID LILIES, continued. 


It must be admitted that to know this Lily at its best,one 
must have a good quantity of it,for one bulb may open and be 
so identical with the Regal as to convince the owner,that it 
is nothing else.But in ten or more,one is sure to see the 
variation that so impresses us here,as we watch successive 
crops mature.In this strain,this year,we found the first real 
evidence of a tendency to suffusion of the color of the out- 
side of the segments,entirely thru the petals,resulting in a 
pinkish cast inside the trumpet.This has appeared before,but 
for the first time,last summer,we had a lot of them.Time will 
tell whether we are to have,from the Shelburne Hybrid strain, 
the much wished for,egal Lily,with a rosy pink blossom.

COMBINATION LILY OFFERS. 


When Lilies are planted in the average garden,it is essen- 
tial to consider how they are to be used.Of course,in large 
gardens,or in those where massed effects are desired,it is 
possible to plant Lilies alone,closely.But in the mixed border 
they must be judiciously scattered.Here follow so offers of

(1).Have you a bed of Peonies,perhaps ten feet long,with the 
plants on three foot centers,and no other planting in the 
bed.Or a new border of shrubs, that have not yet attained 
size.Or a short border that each year is filled with 
Petunias. If you have,try this offer,scattering the bulbs 

-thruout the entire area.

(2) .Would you like to make a real showing of Lilies? Take a 
corner,say five feet each way,roughly triangular.To really 
fill it will require seventy five bulbs.Dig off the top 
four to six inches of the bed,spread on a generous coat 
of old manure,or failing that humus or leaf mold or Peat 
moss.Fork it in,until you are working a foot deep.Put back 
the topsoil,and plant the following bulbs.If the top soil 
is a bit poor,use a moderate amount of some fertilizer 
like Vigoro,after planting,raked in to the top.

THE CHANGING NURSERY BUSINESS. 


Our ideas on this subject have been 
presented before,and probably little 
can be added.The things we plant growers 
talk about,when we meet cannot interest 
greatly the person who wants just a few 
flowering plants at the edge of the back 
lawn.And yet,they do interest many of 
you,and concern you all. 


We have recently read "Down the Garden 
Path", which somewhat facetiously,and yet 
with undoubted sincerity,portrays the 
author's labors in attaining a garden.To 
such as he,all that concerns the plants 
he was obtaining and attempting to grow 
was of real importance.And thruout all 
of E.A.Bowles' stories of his garden, the 
same feeling of kinship with':the plants- 
men he knew,whether professional or ama- 
teur,it mattered not.And into every es- 
tablishment there comes each summer,some 
one whose interest in plants is so great 
as to make them a friend before they have 
stopped with us for an hour.To such as 
these,we need not portray our needs, they 
can forsee them.In our success,they see 
the probability of additional fuel for 


the fire of their own enthusiasm. 


But to the small home gardener,or the 
larger one either,who just wants flowers 
to cut or admire,yet can appreciate an 
improvement in any family,there is a 
message.Are you neglecting the very ones 
who have given you so much additional 
beauty in your home gardens.If you buy 
a small packaged plant at the bargain 
counter,how greatly have you helped the 
specialist or great plantsman,who may 
have originated that sort.+here are 
sweat-shops in the plant business too, 
where entire attention is given to the 
production of the material,and none to 
its improvement.And,if you send to the 
one place where you can buy some rare 
item,for that. alone,and get your more 
common things at the neighboring florist, 
are you not surely raising the price you 
will have to pay for the one plant you 
wanted? From such trends as these have 
come the patented plant,with its closely 
protected price.Some of the items now 
being sold under the protection of the 
Patent Law,could be grown in quantity, 
and be sold much more cheaply,if it were 
aot that they would at once pass into the 
aands of those who market them in any 
possible way.Surely the person who gives 
of his time and his thoughts,and often 
of his means as well,is entitled to a 
definite return. 


Don't be content with your garden as 
it is.Even in the more common things, 
there are vast deals of difference in 
the quality offered from various sources. 
Forget the bargain counter for a while, 
and give the professional plantsman,who 
is striving to improve the business,in 
every way,a chance to do so. 


COMING ATTRACTIONS. 


Several disastrous episodes in the 
past,when we have predicted the coming 
of some new and spectacular plant,in 
the near future,or have offered some 
new things,of which supplies were low, 
in small pots,when at the time of their 
offering, they were lieing dormant in our 
cellar,or even in the soil outside,have 
rather kept us from doing too much fore- 
casting of late.But of one or two things 
we now feel certain,and perhaps you'd 
like to hear of some of the others,and 
their fate. 


We expect to offer in the March GOSSIP 
our new Scabiosa caucasica.fThis variety 
is the only plant of the family,we have 
been able to keep in our fields for more 

than a year.It gives every indication of 
having perfect hardiness,under our con- 
ditions.+the plant is vigorous,very pro- 
ductive of flowers,and makes a quick 
recovery if cut down.The blossoms them- 
selves generally open completely,and in 
a delightfully regular pattern.If cut, 
they last for days,even weeks,and most 
buds will develop in water.It flowers 
from July til frost,the color a silvery 
lavender.We have a good number of plants 
now in storage.The offering will depend 
on the propagation,to be begun shortly. 


_ Not only did we divide all our Coral 
Dells this summer,so that we shall again 
have adequate numbers of all the popular 
older sorts tosend out,but also,we have 
obtained every new sort that we could 
find,and are still on the trail of others. 
Heucheras do their very best for us,and 
we certainly hope to be able to list some 
of these new sorts,before the year is out. 
In any case,come see them in blossom. — 


It won't be a new offering,but we now 
have a fair number of the two best colors 
of the Juliae Primroses,-Schneekissen, 
white;and Kinlough Beauty,salmon pink.The 
trouble with offering them is,we soon do 
not have enough left for stock. 


Trollius were all divided this summer 
too,and there are now approximately 
13,000 plants in 22 different varieties 
to flower this May.Of course,they'1l be 
better,after another year. 


There should be some important news 
for you,relative to a branch of the 
Clematis family,within a year.We think 
we have the late summer blue. we've all 
been wanting,for the Nerbaceous Border. 


Ever wonder about the new Violet we 
talked about so much? We've had the most 
awful luck with propagating it! Once we 
had several hundred plants of it.That 
year drought and grasshoppers killed it 
nearly out.Except inside the greenhouses, 
every time we divide it,we lose more than 
we gain.We want to sell it in quantity, 
when we do send it out,but must have 
better luck than we've had so far. 
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EXTRA VALUES. 


Each season,we find that for some reason,there will occur 
a lack of demand for. certain plants,so that we have many left 
over unsold.So far as is possible,we attempt to divide,reset, 
or otherwise grow a new crop of material of most sorts each 
year,or certainly each two years,since we feel that the plant 
that is left to form hard roots,doesn't transplant as well. 
Seldom do we let any plant go until it is valueless,and the 
following are simply items of which we have a quantity,more 
than one year old,and in which we can promise you larger 


portions,in return for larger orders. 
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ASCLEPIAS TUBEROSA. The Butterfly weed is a fine hardy plant 
for the wild garden,but equally at home in the finest bor- 
der.“e use it in quantity for cutting.Try five large roots 
for 90¢,postpaid.Not less than five at this price. 


DIANTHUS MEG GARDNER. A spicily fragrant Pink,white,with a 
red center.the best of the Winteri group.s for 90¢. 


DIANITHUS LIBOSCH ITZIANUS.Of all the little tufted Pinks we 
have,this is by far the most satisfactory.It stays small, 
but it grows(most small sorts get smothered) .It is always
